Growth of Small Firms 
Is Believed a Factor 
in Dissolution

CHICAGO.— Coming as 
one of the year’s biggest sur- 
prises was the announcement 
last week that National Assn. 
of Sales Finance Companies 
will pass out of the picture Dec. 31. 
The association was organized in 
1924. 

George H. McClure, treasurer of 
NASFC, was named by the board 
of directors as liquidating officer, 
with authority to “dispose of the 
physical property of the associa- 
tion, with the understanding that 
American Finance Conference _be 
offered the opportunity to acquire, 
for a purely nominal consideration, 
the records and files, and such 
other physical property, as it de- 
sires for its own use.” 
~The announcement of dissolu- 
tion, signed by Clarence L. Lan- 
den, president, and Milan V. Ayres, 
secretary, contained resolutions by 
both the directors and members at 
their annual meeting here Dec. 6. 

No explanation was forthcoming 
from Ayres at headquarters. He 
said the announcement spoke for 
itself. 

The notification of disbanding 
concludes with the statement that 
the association “has had a life of 
full 16 years, during all of which 
period it has well served and has 
exercised a vital and beneficial in- 
fluence on the industry of time 
sales financing.” 

With the discontinuance of 
NASFC, American Finance Con- 
ference will be the only associa- 
tion in the field to represent 
finance companies. It was formed 
to serve the so-called independent 
companies, principally the smaller 
concerns doing a local or sectional 
business, but some of its original 
members have expanded to the 
point where they are now national 
in scope. 

Commercial Credit belongs to no 
finance association and Universal 
Credit, now a subsidiary of CIT, 
belongs to NASFC, but all three 
are eligible to join American 
Finance Conference whose con- 
stitution provides that any finance 
company, not factory financed or 
affiliated, may belong. 

Only GMAC, which is still fight- 
ing a federal anti-trust suit, is 
barred from AFC at present. 


Chevrolet Output 
Of 1941’s Reaches 
400.000 Vehicles 


DETROIT.—Continuation of the 
high production rate which Chev- 
rolet has maintained, ever since 
presentation of its 1941 models, re- 
sulted in manufacture of the 400,- 
000th unit Friday, it was an- 
nounced by M. E. Coyle, general 
manager of Chevrolet. 

The latest 100,000 units of the 
new model year’s production have 
been built since Nov. 27, Coyle 
pointed out. It took just 62 work- 
ing days to produce the first 300,- 
000 of these cars, and the average 
production rate, ever since they 
were brought out, has been sub- 
stantially above 100,000 a month. 

“There is no indication, current- 
ly, of any lessening in the demand 
on which Chevrolet’s volume pro- 
duction is based,” said Coyle.

"41 N.Y. Legislature Prepares 


For Flood of

ALBANY.—A flood of bills di- 
rectly and indirectly affecting mo- 
tor vehicle sales and operation, in- 
cluding measures on such issues as 
taxation, labor relations, highway 
fund diversion, compulsory inspec- 
tion, compulsory insurance, dis- 
crimination against trucks, install- 
ment sales regulation, highway 
safety and others, are expected to 
appear during the 1941 session of 
the New York legislature, conven- 
ing here in January. 


Contrary to evidences of a trend 
in other states toward reduced 
highway fund diversion and more 
favorable prospects for automotive 
tax reduction, the outlook on these 
fronts here provides slim cause for 
optimism. Despite opposition move- 
ments, most observers look for ex- 
tension of the two present 1-cent 
“emergency” gasoline taxes, com- 
prising the third and fourth cent 
of the state’s total 4-cent rate, to- 
gether with their accompanying 
highway fund diversion. 


Proposals for enactment of a 
statewide sales tax, chain store tax 
and other general new taxes are 
expected to reappear during the 
coming session, but probably will 
receive scant consideration. 


Most currently feared by auto- 
motive observers is the possibility 


of a move for increased taxes on |

stitutional amendment authorizing 
use for highway construction of 
$60,000,000 from the balance of a 
$300,000,000 grade crossing elimina- 
tion bond issue of 1927 will be up 
for second approval.

In Dealer Stocks 


Several Makes Record 
New Highs in First 
Part of Month

DETROIT. — Despite ad- 
verse weather and the holi- 
day season, it appears that 
December retail car and 
truck sales will approach the 
375,000-unit mark, slightly off from 
November’s estimated 390,000 but 


well ahead of the 316,000 units sold 
in December, 1939. 


With December’s production for 
the U. S. domestic market figured 
at around 400,000 cars and trucks, 
the current month’s activity should 
add another 25,000 units to dealer 
stocks, which now may be con- 
sidered near-normal proportions. 


Used car stocks continue plentiful 
in many areas of the nation, but 
in most cases are far from the 
chaotic condition prevalent in 
other years. 


Retail sales during the first part 
of December, while down slightly 
as compared with the similar pe- 
riod in November, nevertheless 
were higher than had been ex- 
pected in view of the unprece- 
dented demand for 1941 models 
during October and November. 


Many observers expect a strong, 
although somewhat lessened, pace 
for sales during the remainder of 
winter with a pickup in the spring, 
unless European or U. S. defense 
events dictate otherwise. 


Several makes of cars noted new 
all-time sales records for the first 
December period, although the 
volume increase over last year was 
around 10 percent. 


Chrysler divisions, which were 
just getting into volume production 
at this time last year following the 
54-day strike, are showing extreme- 
ly wide gains this year over last. 


From present indications it is 
believed 1940’s total production will 
touch 4,650,000 cars and trucks in 
the United States and Canada. 


UAW-CIO Official Has Plan 
To Speed Aircra ift Production 


DETROIT.—As a possible aid to chinery and other metal working 


speed up the defense program, 
Walter P. Reuther, UAW-CIO of- 
ficial, will submit to the United 
government his plan _ to 
utilize the “surplus capacity” of the 
automobile industry already exist- 
ing.

CATA Analyzes Dealer Setup: 
Red Ink Turns to Black

CHICAGO. — How a 
dealer, with the aid of Chicago 
Automobile Trade Assn. business 
management department, changed | 
the color of his accounting ink 
from red to black almost overnight 
and secured sensational results 
from a profit standpoint in three 
months, is related in the current 
“Dealer Operating Facts” bulletin

NRA Rebirth 
Opposed 


DETROIT. — Several Detroit 
dealers have expressed opposi- 
tion to a reported attempt in 
Washington to revive the NRA 
in fresh form as a means of 
keeping prices under control. 

According to the report, sev- 
eral defense committee au- 
thorities, headed by Leon Hen- 
derson, believe prices can best 
be regulated through trade as- 
sociations or small groups of 
producers, with government 
support and advice. This prin- 
ciple clashes with the Arnold 


anti-trust campaign, and New 


Dealers are expected to split 
into two schools as the issue is 
brought up. 

Most of the dealers contacted 
last week opined that some- 
thing must, and probably will, 
be done to keep prices down, 
but are opposed to a “planned 
economy” such as now in vogue 
in totalitarian nations, even 
though such a _ set-up might 
exert control over used car 
losses. The dealers, moreover, 
believe that such a set-up would 
ultimately eliminate the need 
for automobile retailers entirely. 

Automotive factory officials 
likewise are opposed to an 
NRA-like code for the industry.

Looking Into *41 

INCE the volume of passenger car sales is so closely 

related to national income, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that car sales will show a healthy rise in 1941 along 
with the nation’s income, which is being buoyed greatly 
by the U. S. defense program. Provided, of course, that 
nothing pops up to interfere with the normal production 
of cars and trucks, impediment of which naturally would 
prevent a rise in new car sales commensurate with the 
national income upswing. 


It was pointed out recently by National Automobile 
Dealers Assn. that, based on an expected rise of national 
income from an estimated $74,500,000,000 in 1940 to $80,- 
000,000,000 in 1941, new car sales in 1941 should approxi- 
mate 4,380,000 units. This would represent a gain of almost 
200,000 over the estimate of 4,200,000 units sold in 1940. 
Much can happen between now and the close of 1941, 
especially from the military standpoint, but at least the 
prospects for 1941 sales augur well, all things considered. 


Selfishness At Work 


N furtherance of their nationwide assault on highway 

transportation, anti-truck interests in Michigan recently 
loosed a specific attack on the state’s Highway Reciprocity 
Act, which has been in effect since 1937 and has since that 
time enabled Michigan to sign reciprocity pacts with Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
New York, West Virginia and Ontario, Canada, whereby 
truckers from each of these states may use Michigan roads 
without payment of fees, and vice versa. That the pacts have 

eatly aided. the flow of traffic between these states and 
Michigan, have lowered the cost of shipments for consum- 
ers and in general have worked to the benefits of citizens 
in the states involved, isn’t to be denied. 


However, the anti-truckers group, over the signature of 
the “Railroad Cooperative League of Michigan,” has made 
a blanket appeal to industrial firms and leading citizens of 
Michigan for repeal of the Act at the 1941 legislature, back- 
ing up its arguments with misinformation, misstatement 
of facts and harmful inferences. The group’s broadside cites 
the railroads’ contributions to the state and the truckers’ 
supposed lack of adequate taxation; yet makes no mention 
of the fact that truckers annually overpay their fair share 
of road and street costs by $110,722,000, whereas the rail- 
roads annually are subsidized to the extent of $35,635,000. 
In the typical year of 1932 “for-hire” trucks above one and 
one-half tons capacity, over-paid their share of highway 
costs by $4,500,000. 

The united action and active cooperation of every motor 
carrier and manufacturer in Michigan will be necessary to 
defeat the purposes of this latest propaganda. 


AMERRY This should be the 
CHRISTMAS Merriest Christmas 
TOYOU! season that the 
United States has 
experienced in a decade. There is 
no man, woman or child in this 
country who should not get down 
on his knees the night before 
Christmas and thank God Al- 
mighty that they live in a country 
which is still at peace with the 
rest of the world.

Everyone of us who has 
made our livelihood from the auto- 
motive industry are directly or in- 
directly a part of this program. 
How much or how little we con- 
tribute to its final completion de- 
pends not so much on our own 
volition but rather on the part of 
the whole plan which falls into our 
lap.

I learn on pretty good authority 
that within the next few days or 
weeks the President will appoint 
William Knudsen as the supreme 
dictator of the defense program. 
Up to now he has been the leading 
member of the committee but has 
had no more authority than any 
other member. We in this indus- 
try have unbounded confidence in 
Bill Knudsen. We know his method 
of operation. We know that, by 
training and natural ability, he is 
a man who can get things done 
and that no job, not even that of 
fulfilling this defense program, is 
too big for him.

In his most recent reported 
speech before the manufacturers, 
he pointed out calmly, but no less 
dramatically, that both capital and 
labor must strike a new tempo of 
production to meet his require- 
ments. He said as plainly as he 
could that he would brook no 
procrastination or unnecessary de- 
lay. He said what we all know, that 
there is always a plus energy which 
most of us are too lazy to utilize 
except when we are forced to 
do so. That is what he is after 
and what he intends to get, even 
if it requires a seven-day work- 
week to get it!

I am not one of those who 
believe that we are next door to 
danger, but let me quickly add 
that I would not want my judg- 
ment staked against any such pos- 
sibility. If my vote counted in a 
decision as to how far we are to 
go in national defense I would be 
among the first to affirm my con- 
viction that we arm _ ourselves 
against any possibility of invasion.

thought of myself as an interna- 
tionalist, as a matter of fact, I 
presume that today I would prob- 
ably be labeled an isolationist.

METALS EASIER TO MOLD 





Many prominent metallurgical or- 
ganizations are widening the ap- 
plication of articles made by 
“powder metallurgy” or “powder 
ceramics.” This new method forms 
parts from a mixture of finely di- 
vided pure metallic powders com- 
pressed in a mold and subjected to 
heat. Powder metallurgy makes 
possible the fabrication of parts 
from metals which ordinarily re- 
quire extremely high temperatures 
for melting. Powdered metals are 


sintered at relatively low tem- 
peratures. Parts are formed with 
accuracy that eliminates costly 


procedures, such as machining, and 
greatly reduces production cost.

SOUTH BEND.— Bendix Avia- 
tion Corp. and domestic subsidi- 
aries have reported net profit of

with $3,092,848, or $1.47 a share, 
in the corresponding 1939 period.

U.S. High Court Upholds 


Wis. Dividend Taxing Law 


MADISON, Wis.—The provision | 
of Wisconsin’s 1935 dividend tax 
law levying an assessment against 
out-of-state concerns “on the privi- 
lege of declaring and receiving 
dividends out of income derived 
from property located and business 
transacted in the state,” was up-| 
held by the U. S. supreme court 
Dec. 16 in a 5 to 4 decision re- 
versing a state supreme court rul-| 
ing last January. 

Although only $50,000 was in- 
volved in the three cases carried | 
to the high court, the total levy | 
against out-of-state corporations is | 
about $1,125,000 annually. The state 
tax commission attempted to col-| 
lect the tax from such corpora- 
tions by first determining what 
portion of the firm’s total business | 
was done in Wisconsin and then | 
levying the dividend tax against 
the concern’s declared dividend in 
the same ratio.

Ex-GM Head Is Considered 
As ‘Czar’ Over All Plants 


Special to Automotive News 


NEW YORK. — Automotive and 
other industrialists who partici- 
pated in the 45th annual Congress 
of American Industry here were 
told by William S. Knudsen, pro- 
duction chief of National Defense 
Advisory Commission, that the de- 
fense effort to date is not satis- 
factory. 


Urging that production be placed 
on a war basis now, Knudsen, in 
addressing a banquet at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria which concluded the 
three-day conclave sponsored by 
National Assn. of Manufacturers, 
qestioned whether industry and la- 
bor are fully sold on the serious 
side of the defense job, revealed 
that airplane production is 30 per- 
cent below forecasts and called 
upon all manufacturers to speed 
up their defense work. 

After this warning, President 
Roosevelt in Washington urged 
that armament production he 
speeded up again. It was pointed 
out that if the need should arise, 
Roosevelt could actually declare a 
state of national emergency and 
help speed up war material pro- 
duction that way. 

Many rumors were also circu- 
lated that Knudsen might be 
named virtual dictator of Amer- 
ican industry if the emergency 
were declared. 


Labor’s answer to the plea of 
Knudsen, to speed up defense out- 
put, was given by a spokesman 
for Sydney Hillman, labor repre- 
sentative on the defense board, 
who said that labor will work 
more hours only if there is time 


Buick Seeking 
Pratt & Whitney 


Plane Contract 


HARTFORD, Conn.—Discussions 
are in progress in Washington be- 
tween representatives of National 
Defense Commission, Pratt & 
Whitney Co. and Buick, relative to 
the licensing of Buick by United 
Aircraft for manufacture of Pratt 
& Whitney twin-row plane en- 
gines. 

Although no official statement is 
forthcoming from any responsible 
head of Pratt & Whitney, a sub- 
sidiary of United Aircraft, it is 
understood that formal announce- 
ment of the deal may be made 
soon after the first of the year. 

If arrangement goes. through, 
Buick will manufacture the en- 
gines at Flint with the possibility 
that additional plant capacity will 
be built. The National Defense 
Commission wants United Aircraft 
to license Buick at royalty of $1 
per engine, which is the same as 
United Aircraft’s arrangement with 
Ford. United Aircraft is amenable 
te this arrangement and will also 
train key Buick workers at its 
Hartford plant as well as make 
available its engineering and train- 
ing facilities and drawings. 


Tool Makers Get 
Financial Help 
From the U. S. 


DETROIT. — A systematic at- 
tempt to expand machine tool pro- 
duction and to round up for de- 
fense purposes, machines being 
completed in the near future, is 
being launched by defense officials. 

The War department announced 
last week that it intends “to break 
the machine tool bottleneck” by 
financing the expansion of machine 
tool factories. Three companies, 
Giddings & Lewis, Fond du Lac, 
Wis., Bullard Co., Bridgeport, 
Conn., and Bryant Chucking 
Grinder Co., Springfield, Vt., have 
been sent letters in which the War 
department agrees to reimburse the 
companies over five years for the 
cost of plant expansion. 

Other companies will be sent 
similar letters in the near future, 
the War department said. Details 
of the contracts for plant expan- 
sion will be announced later.

4% Price Rise 
Held Assurance 
Of Tire Supply 
AKRON.—For an increase of less 
than 4 percent in the price of their 
tires, American consumers could 
be assured of the availability of 


tires in any eventuality affecting 
our natural rubber supply. 


So declared Dr. Waldo L. Semon, 
vice-president and research direc- 
tor of Hydrocarbon Chemical and 
Rubber Co., in a recent address 
before a joint meeting of Pittsburgh 
Chemists’ Club and the Pittsburgh 
section of American Institute of 
Chemical Engineers. 


Dr. Semon, discoverer of Ameri- 
pol synthetic rubber and Koroseal 
synthetic elastic declared our sup- 
ply of natural rubber is in danger 
because practically all comes from 
the far East, where hostile nations 
might impede shipment to us and 
possibly cut off all imports. 


Pointing out that while synthetic 
rubber today cannot be produced 
as cheaply as natural rubber, he 
said “in a plant to produce 100 
tons a day the estimated cost is 
25 cents a pound. Compared with 
natural rubber, currently selling at 
around 20 cents a pound, the dif- 
ferential of 5 cents a pound for the 
synthetic product would mean an 
increase of less than 4 percent, 
based on the list price of first 
line tires.”

Progressive Bonus Offered as Used Sales Slow Downk: 


Dealer Says Price Cutting 


Only Tears 


SAN DIEGO, Calif—Floyd Pe- 
terson, president and general man- 
ager of El Cortez Pontiac Co., 
takes issue with those who pre- 
scribe price cutting to accelerate 
circulation when the used car 
turnover is below normal. 

The bonus system is favored by 
Peterson, and he believes his pre- 
scription is best for this merchan- 
dising malady. 

El Cortez Pontiac Co. sells ap- 
proximately 100 used cars monthly. 
The ratio is about two to one, and 
the turnover is 28 days. 

“Our used car performance rec- 
ord offers justification of the ef- 
ficacy of our procedure,” Peterson 
declared. “Instead of discounting 
our used cars and lowering their 
value to the public, we offer an 
incentive for our salesmen to put 
forth extra effort.”

National Defense 
Needs May Raze 


State Barriers 


WASHINGTON. — The national 
defense program may hasten the 
razing of artificial highway bar- 
riers created by discriminatory 
state laws, Chester H. Gray, di- 
rector of National Highway Users 
Conference, declared last week. It 
is certain the federal government 
will not permit the holding up of 
troops and materials at state lines, 
he said, adding: 


“It is equally important that 
highway users, in transporting 
loads to factories and from farms 
to markets, have the same privi- 
leges. If the states do not act to 
eliminate highway barriers, then 
highway users may expect that the 
federal government will step in 
and insist on reciprocity between 
the states. 

“The present move of the defense 
campaign and the control of all 
interstate commerce given Wash- 
ington by the commerce clause of 
the Constitution can solve the 
problem in short order.”

salesmen is not the whole thing in 
selling used cars, the El Cortez 
head pointed out. He contends that 
first of all the used car must be 
properly reconditioned and then 
priced right. 


“When a dealer builds a reputa- 
tion for genuine used car values 
his job is half done,” Peterson as- 
serted. “However, before a dealer 
can win such a reputation he must 
work personally supervising recon- 
ditioning of his entire used car 
operations. But the rewards are 
worth the effort, and the success- 
ful dealer takes pride in his used 
car merchandising success because 
it is his own—something he has 
worked out himself.” 


If a used car doesn’t move with- 
in 15 days after it is placed in 
salable condition, Peterson puts a 
bonus tag on it. If it hasn’t moved 
by deadline, the bonus is increased. 

“Isn’t there a _ possibility that 
some salesman might hold off un- 
til the big bonus is tacked on be- 
fore turning the deal?” Peterson 
was asked. 


“Nothing like that is likely in 
our organization,” was the answer. 
“Our salesmen figure that if they 
were to hold off and try to get a 
bigger bonus some other salesman 
might sell the car. 


“Our salesmen are the best in 
the business,” the El Cortez head- 
man claimed. “They make money— 
real good money—and they are 
loyal. It is not unusual for one or 
more of our boys to earn upwards 
of $1,000 in a single month. 


Fifteen new and used car sales- 
men are employed at El Cortez 
Pontiac Co. Peterson built this 
sales force in two years, getting 
the men and educating them to sell 
according to his “system.” 

To help his salesmen sell, Peter- 
son keeps a constant barrage of 
direct mail pouring into the San 
Diego area. 


While Peterson considers used 
car merchandising the heart of his 
operations, he does not minimize 
service. On the other hand, he 
boasts that his service is unsur- 
passed. 

Of the 48 employes, 22 are serv- 
ice men. “More than 60 percent of 
our overhead is taken care of by 
our service department,” Peterson 
confided. “We have a well manned 
and well equipped service depart- 
ment. And we have ample space 
for our service operation. 


El Cortez Co. has 2,000 owners 
on the service customer list. The

Johnson Outlines 
Highway Policies 


After Emergency 


NEW YORK.— Looking beyond 
present urgent highway defense 
requirements, Pyke Johnson, ex- 
ecutive vice-president, Automobile 
Manufacturers Assn., raised new 
considerations for long-range plan- 
ning of future street and highway 
development, in a talk before a 
joint conference on roadside de- 
velopment last week in New York 
City. 

He said that until the first needs 
of defense can be met, long-term 
improvements must be_ subordi- 
nated and major efforts concen- 
trated on providing ways of move- 
ment for men, munitions and sup- 
plies. 

The responsibility is no longer 
one alone of looking ahead to 
simply the provision of a more 
aesthetic and more economical way 
of travel Johnson said, but to the 
provision of a bold, far-seeing pro- 
gram which will enable hundreds 
of thousands to obtain useful em- 
ployment at the earliest possible 
moment, once the stresses and 
strains of defense are past. 

The clear-headed analysis of 
long-range highway needs will not 
disappear when we _ concentrate 
upon military roads and will be 
even more pressing when emer- 
gency work is over, he concluded.

MONTREAL.—The Quebec gov- |

just,” Mathewson said. “At the| 
present time a man with a truck | 
of say, 6,661 pounds pays at a rate | 
of $2.50—just double the amount he |

“That really is a terrific jump, | 
and the new schedule will be ar- 
ranged so that the rate of increase | 
will apply on the excess only. In 
other words, the weight over 6,000 
pounds will be subject to the rate | 
of increase.”

New Diesel Smoke | 
Detector Invented 


STATE COLLEGE, Pa.—A new | 
type of smoke meter—one that can 
“see” smoke threatening while, to | 
the human eye, the exhaust of the | 
engine appears to be _ perfectly | 
clear air—has been invented by 
Paul H. Schweitzer, professor of 
engineering research at Pennsyl- | 
vania State College. 

The new meter is designed to| 
take the smoke of diesel trucks off | 
the highways. Inventor Schweitzer | 
has given the meter laboratory | 
trials for the past three years. It | 
can be built in any machine shop. 
He does not intend to patent it, 
and will give the specifications to | 
whoever wants them. 


One Millionth Radio Set 
Turned Out by Delco 
KOKOMO, Ind.—Delco radio di- 
vision of General Motors has just 
marked the output of its 1,000,000th 
automobile radio set. The set, one 
of an order made for Buick, will 
not be shipped with other units, 
but will be kept here for exhibition, 
plant officials said.

Chapter CIl—Packard 


I didn’t attend the first automobile show in New York 
City in 1900, but I’m told that one corner of the display 
room was occupied by a one-cylindered automobile 
steered by a tiller, without lamps, top, running board, 
or windshield. This strange contraption went by the 
name of Packard. 

In October of 1940 I attended the show in Manhattan 
and saw a colossal display of super-charged horseless 
carriages. There, another Packard made its bow — a 
gleaming two-toned affair quite different from its 
ancient prototype. The brilliant 1941 model is the only 
make of car in existence today that was in that first 
New York show years and years ago. 

In a world where everyone is searching for some- 
thing new, something on which to build, the automobile 
industry is a symbol for all men with dreams and hopes 
and genius. This four-wheeled land creature has been 
lifted from the toy of a few luxury-loving individuals 
to an essential in the mode of living of an entire people 
by the patience, imagination, energy and hopes of men 
who were not content to be contented. The beginnings 
of this far-reaching industry were in small workshops 
all over the country. Today, a half century later, huge 
factories, tall smoke stacks, endlessly moving freight 
cars, beautiful show rooms, all testify that vision and 
hope are a living part of America. 

The Packard car has grown up in this vital, glorious 
era of American expansion. It had its beginnings in the 
small workshop of James Ward Packard in Warren, 
O., some 42 years ago. A young arc-light magnate, he 
spent all his spare time on a four-wheeled car built to 
his own specifications. Earlier in the year, 1899, Alex- 
ander Winton had completed a cross-country trip from 
Cleveland to New York in a gasoline buggy of his own 
invention. He made the trip in the amazing time of 47 
hours, 30 minutes. His average running time was 15 
miles an hour. This trip attracted James Ward Pack- 
ard’s attention and he bought a Winton two horsepower 
gasoline buggy and took it home. But it didn’t please 
him. After many weeks of tinkering with it, he finally 
told Winton he thought there were many ways in which 
it could be improved. Winton’s quick-tempered answer 
became the challenge out of which grew the Packard 
motor car. 


Packard Challenged 

“Young man,” said the irate Winton, “if you think 
you’re so smart, why don’t you build a better machine 
yourself.” 

Packard vowed he would. On Nov. 6, 1899, working 
with his brother, Warren D., he completed the first 
Packard car in the corner of his electrical fixture fac- 
tory at Warren, O. Pretty soor the two brothers were 
deluged with requests from wealthy friends who wanted 
cars. One day his secretary came to him as he was 
wrestling with some mechanical problem and showed 
him a letter from a man whe w*nted to know about the 
Packard carriage. “Tell him to ‘ask the man who owns 
one’,” barked Packard and returner co his work. Thus 
was born one of the most famou. slogans in the in- 
dustry and the most courageous challenge in the mer- 
chandising world.
